MILWAUKEE, April 5 (AP).— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey swept 
ahead today toward a possible 18 
of Wisconsin's 24 Republican na- 
tional convention delegates in late 
returns from yesterday's presiden- 
tial primary. Wendell Willkie ran 
last in a field of four, with indica- 
tion he would not get a delegate. 


Lt. Comdr Harold E. Stassen, 
former Governor of Minnesota, 
was tied with Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur. 

With 2681 of the state’s 3076 
precincts tabulated, here is the 
way the four Republican presiden- 
tial prospects stood in number of 
victories or apparently victorious 
delegate candidates: 

Dewey—15 pledged outright and 
three claimed. 

MacArthur—3, 

Stassen—3. 

Willkie—None, 

Willkie Men Far Behind. 

Incomplete but representative 
returns from each of the 10 con- 


gressional districts showed all 
Willkie men Tu far behind,

The 24 delegates included four 
representing the State at large 
and two for each congressional 
district. 

In a four-way race, the three 
Dewey candidates for delegate-at- 
large were far out in front. 

In unofficial returns from 2681 
precincts, the leading Dewey man 
for delegate-at-large had 124,077 
votes; the leading MacArthur 
man, 67,938; the leading Stassen 
man, 58,552 and the leading Wiitl- 
kie man, 45,802. , 

Democratic Results. 

On the basis of returns from 
2434 of the 3076 precincts, the 
Democratic-party-indorsed slate of 
delegate-at-large candidates seemed 
assured of a sweep of the six 
places. 

This slate, the slogan of which 
Was “Roosevelt, victory and 
peace,” was led by Congressman 
Howard J. McMurray, who piled 
up 90,959 votes. Three delegate-at- 
large candidates running on a slate 
which broke away from the State 
organization in the election and 
without mentioning opposition to 
President Roosevelt, trailed,

Scotland Yard detectives, mean- 
while, raided the London offices 
of the British section of the 
Fourth International, a Trotsky- 
ite organization, searching the 
premises and taking a young 
woman away. No reason for the 
raid was announced, but British 
newspapers suggested that sub- 
versive influences were behind 
the recent strike by Tyneside ship- 
yard apprentices, now largely 
broken, with 60 per cent of some 
20,000 strikers back at work. 

20,000 Out in Belfast Yards. 

In the Belfast district, 20,000 
were idle in shipyards, 7000 in air- 
craft plants, 2000 in’ munitions 
works and several hundred on the 
docks. 

Men at the big Harland & Wolff 
shipyards began laying down their 
tools last night after the Govern- 
ment rejected their ultimatum de- 
manding release of five men sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment on charges of striking tlle- 

ly. The five, all shop stewards, 
participated in an aircraft plant 
strike in sympathy with a walk- 
out by workers in other Belfast 
hipyards.

The big bombers struck at the 
Ploesti yards in the wake of an 
attack yesterday on Bucharest 


which caused considerable damage 


to the railway yards and left one- 
third of the Rumanian capital cov- 
ered with a heavy cloud of smoke. 

Ploesti is 50 miles north of 
Bucharest. 

The oil fields themselves were 
attacked last Aug. 1. The target 
for the new assault was the two 
rail yards and rolling stock sup- 
plying the German armies bat- 
tling the Russians approximately 
250 miles to the east. 

Gunners on the bombers that 
raided Bucharest yesterday shot 
down 46 planes in an hour-long 


battle while escorting Lightnings 
and Thunderbolts accounted for 
three more, first reports’ said. 

Twelve Allied planes were lost 
in operations from this theater 
yesterday, including raids in the 
Italian battle area and off the 
Dalmatian coast. 


RUMANIA PEACE 
MOVE RUMORED 


NEW YORK, April 5 (AP).—A 
Blue Network broadcast from 
London today quoted dispatches 
from Turkey as saying that Pre- 
mier Antonescu of Rumania will 
seek an armistice from Washing- 
ton, London and Moscow.

The Czech Embassy was so ad- 
vised today in a communication 
from London, which said a delega- 
tion of the Government will go 
into Czecho-Slovakian liberated 
areas the moment the Red Army 
command declares them behind- 
the-line. 

The Red Army is virtually at 
the Czech northeast border al- 
ready, at the Tatar Pass in the 
Carpathians, but first Allied troops 
to re-enter the country are to be 
an independent Czech brigade, the 
message said. Czech liaison offi- 
cers also are to accompany Rus- 
sian troops moving into their ter- 
ritory. 

Negotiations with the three big 
powers on Czech plans for civil 
administration have been carried 
on through diplomatic channels, 
according to the dispatch, indicat- 
ing that the matter did not pass 
through the European Advisory 
Council in London. 

Czech Ambassador Vladimir 
Hurban pointed out that President 
Eduard Benes already has ap- 
pealed to Czech underground lead- 
ers to form small secret commit- 
tees in every village and town to 
work with the returning govern- 
ment, 

Men are to be chosen for the 
committees on the basis of their 
conduct during the years of Nazi 
occupation, Benes said, regardless 
of party lines. 

Czech guerrillas have established 
contact with advancing Russian 
forces, the London report said, It 
added that many Slovaks are es- 
caping from the neighboring Nazi 
puppet state of Slovakia to join 
guerrillas in the Carpathian moun- 
tains.

| The Italians, fighting with the 
Allied Fifth Army, were reported 
last week to have seized the mile- 
high peak as well as two others 
in the vicinity. 

Elsewhere along the front there 
were heavy artillery duels and 
sharp patrol clashes at many 
points. Allied artillery was “very 
active,” causing casualties among 
the Germans and destroying two 
ammunition dumps. 

Considerable enemy movement 
was observed just northwest of 
Cassino, dispatches from the front 
said. In Cassino itself an enemy 
‘patrol was attacked and six of 
its members killed. 

Fifth Army patrols on the Ga- 
rigliano front discovered néw Ger- 
man machine-gun positions which 
were brought under fire by mor- 
tar batteries, 


On the Anzio beachhead front 

below Rome Allied artillery hit 
and set afire a German self-pro- 
pelled gun just west of Cisterna, 
blasted an ammunition dump three 
miles northwest,of the town and 
inflicted casualties on small 
enemy graups a mile to the south- 
west. 
A tower in Littoria which the 
Germans were believed to be us- 
ing for observation purposes was 
demolshed by shelifire. 

There was a concentration of 
German fire in the central sector 
of the beachhead, but little enemy 
activity otherwise. 

The weather remained fine on 
all Italian fronts. 

The Allied air force slashed at 
supply dumps, bridges, gun posi- 
tions and bivouacs in the battle 
area and shipping off the Dal- 
matian coast. 

In Italy, fighter-bombers set off 
a large explosion in an ammuni- 
tion dump near Mount Libretti, 
18 miles northeast of Rome, while 
other planes struck troop concen- 
trations and vehicles in Itri, 10 
miles north of Gaeta. A German 
bivouac area west of Frascati and 
positions at Terracina and For- 
mia also were hit. A bridge north 
of Rome was blasted vaders 
and Mitchells attacked an oil 
dump forty miles north of the 
capital.

The classes are for 
the new men, to make sure they 
haven't forgotten what they 
learned in training, and to get 
them accustomed to the great ne- 
cessity of knowing their guns and 
depending on them, 

Replacements arrive in many 
different stages of warfare. The 
best method is for replacements 
to come when a whole regiment 
is out of the line for a long rest. 
Then the new men can get ac- 
quainted with the older ones, they

One of the favorable factors in

After the first World War, more 
than 95 per cent of the Army was 
demobilized in 10 months. The 
process this time, because of the 
nature and the magnitude of the 
conflict, will certainly be spread 
out over a longer period. How 
long this period will be, as the 
Department of Labor points out, 
will depend on policy decisions 
taken after weighing the natural 
desire of the men to be demobil- 
ized quickly against the difficul- 
ties certain to be encountered if 
there is a substantial excess of 
job-seekers over jobs. 

Along with military demobiliza- 
tion after the end of hostilities, 
and proceeding at a faster pace, 
will be industrial demobilization. 


Brookings Estimates. 


A study by the Brookings In- 
stitution indicates that during the © 
first two and a half years after 
the end of the European phase 
of the conflict, 17,800,000 persons 
may face demobilization—roughly 
9,500,000 from the armed forces, 
1,400,000 from war agencies and 
6,900,000 from industries.

The A. L. P. Election 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In view of the extraordinary slanting 
and distortion of facts in the news serv- 
ice stories on the American Labor party 
primary election just held in New York, 
and the prominent space given these 
stories, I believe you will want to pub- 
lish these comments: 


The primary was one of the first 
major tests of strength of the CIO Po- 
litical Action Committee, on a clear-cut 
issue of unity for a fourth term for the 
President. The CIO emerged with an 
outstanding victory for that aim. 


The news services, both Associated 
Press and United Press, tried (1) to 
label the “United Labor party” slate 
which swept the primary as “left wing” 
er “Communist-dominated”: (2) to give 
the impression that the victory was a 
setback for Roosevelt supporters. The 
United Press went so far as to say just 
that. Anyone who has watched New 
York developments knows that this pic- 
ture is contrary to fact. The “United 
Labor party” group had the support of 
Phillip Murray, of Sidney Hillman, of 
every single major CIO union and vir- 
tually every other CIO union in New 
York State, as well as many AFL lead- 
ers. These facts were suppressed by 
the news service stories. 


The defeated so-called “right wing” 
led by David Dubinsky represented noth- 
ing but a tiny group, mainly Garment 
Workers’ Union officeholders, who had 
insisted on control by this unrepresent- 
ative group and thereby had held down 
the party’s growth. In describing the 
winning side as the “left wing,” the news 
services accepted the position of the Du- 
binsky group and the Dies committee, 
and ignored the facts. 

The winning slate, and the Hillman 
committee guiding it, made effective 
support of Roosevelt the main issue, The 
Dubinsky crowd was forced finally to 
pay lip service to the Roosevelt cause, 
but has hedged right along and stil) is 
suggesting support of a “liberal” Re- 
publican against the President. The 
“United Labor party” victory means a 
broad representative leadership capable 
of rallying the votes needed to put New 
York State in the Roosevelt column. It 
fis an important victory for the Presi- 
dent. 

The Dubinsky group has expressed its 
“support” of Roosevelt only as part of 
an attempt to discredit his effective la- 
bor supporters. The “right wing” attack 
and the Dies committee attack on the 
CIO Political Action Committee came at 
the same time. No one who has watched 
the New York political scene will believe 
the timing was accidental. 

We éxpect Dies and Dubinsky to dis- 
regard facts in their attacks on the 
President and the supporters of his war 
program. When supposedly impartial 
news services go to these lengths to in- 
fluence the election, the situation is 
more serious.

Panic in Eggs 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Heretofore our depressions have de- 
layed their onset until after a war, but 
the panic in eggs comes at the peak of 
a boom. It is a sobering reality. Eggs 
are bringing poultrymen from 20 to 22 
cents a dozen, below the cost of produc- 
tion. Many competent producers are 
facing ruin. : 

Our inability even to give away under 
lend-lease enough of our tremendous 
production to stabilize prices is disturb- 
ing in the light of grand plans and glib 
talk of postwar prosperity on all the 
American fronts of production. Is it not 
reasonable to assume that we will be 
forced by dire necessity again to limit 
food producton when farmers have am- 
ple machinery and man power to make 
the sky the limit?

If we are drowning baby chicks to- 
day because they are unwanted, how 
far must we go again to drown a few 
thousand pigs or burn surplus corn for 
fuel? Not far, when we remember that 
everything done to stimulate farm out- 
put has in due time depressed prices,

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| Censorship’s isendinee 


An excellent suggestion for correcting the 
errors into which United States censorship has 
fallen is advanced by Palmer Hoyt, former do- 
mestic director of the OWI and publisher of 
the Portland Oregonian. Mr. Hoyt proposes that 
the Senate create a special committee to inves- 
tigate “the whole matter of war news” and to 
strengthen the hand of Elmer Davis, director of 
OWI. In Mr. Hoyt’s opinion, Mr. Davis should 
sit with the high command to review war news 
and “at least have a voice in deciding what 
should be released.” What’s wrong with that 
idea? 

Public disapproval of the extremes to which 
the censorship has gone from time to time 


' must have had something to do with the mill- 


tary’s promptness in releasing two recent items 
of the kind of news which has, more than once 
in the past, been suppressed for extravagantly 
long periods, The blunder of British pilots in 
shooting down a United States cargo plane in 
the Atlantic, and the blunder of United States 
flyers in bombing Schaffhausen, Switzerland, 
were reported to the public promptly. 

However, it seems more likely that this is a 
temporary response to temporary pressure than 
that it is an improvement in policy. The con- 
tinuing lack of a policy of minimum censorship 
in the high command and in the field command 
is indicated between the lines of a statement 
made a few days ago by the Director of Army 
Public Relations, Maj. Gen. A. D. Surles. 

Gen, Surles said he realized that cen- 
sorship—or, as he put it, “misunderstanding 
concerning the reasons for our reluctance to give 
out information”’—is “having a detrimental ef- 
fect on the public’s support of the War Depart- 
ment and the Army.” He confessed he is “at 
a loss as to how to proceed.” If he meant he 
is earnestly in search of methods of improve- 
ment, it would be an encouraging sign. It is far 
from encouraging if, as his emphasis upon “more 
tolerance” indicates, he hopes the censorship can 
avoid the painful necessity of correcting its mis- 
takes by persuading press and public to tolerate 
them. 

Gen. Surles’ discussion occurred in a letter re- 
plying to the president of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, Roy A. Roberts, managing 
editor of the Kansas City Star, who had written 
that long delays in releasing news were causing 
uneasiness in the nation and doubt that the Army 
was confining itself to reasons of military se- 
curity in withholding news. 

In his reply, Gen. Surles said the Patton inci- 
dent was hushed up because the commander was 
to be used in important pending operations and 
the Army wanted to avoid injuring his prestige 
among the soldiers. The news was, he said, to 
be released eventually. But its disclosure with- 
out Army release “broke like a bombshell,” he 
declared. 

From his statement, it would seem the Army 
censors have not learned the obvious lesson that 
they completely defeated their purpose in the 
four-month-long suppression of the news about 
Patton. The difficulties of keeping important 
news secret increases daily by geometrical pro- 
gression. In the interest of keeping news under 
proper control by censorship, it is important 
for censors not to delay release a day longer 
than necessary, for by every day they do so they 
increase enormously the possibility that the facts 
will be made public in a manner over which 
they cannot exercise even the proper degree of 
control. 

On the Bari sinkings and the Sicilian 
invasion error, Gen. Surles makes the point of 
military security, about which there is no dis- 
pute, but he does not say why military security 
continued to be a factor for the length of time 
the suppression was persisted in, Perhaps it 
may be granted that two weeks was not too long 
a time to withhold news of the sinkings, but 
what justification could there have been for 
keeping the news of the Sicilian mistake secret 
for eight months? Gen. Surles does not say. 

Gen. Surles does not discuss why the confer- 
ence of free political parties at Bari was so heav- 
ily censored, It has never been shown that milli- 
tary security was involved in any way whatever. 
On the face of it, the censorship was political 
and, in the continuing absence of any evidence 
to the ‘contrary, it will be condemned as an 
abuse of the power of censorship. 

If Gen. Surles thinks the American pub- 
lic will stand docilely for censorship to cover up 
military errors and to hamstring the legitimate 
activities of other peoples, he is badly mistaken. 
If the military wanted to discredit itself, that 
would be one of the quickest and most certain 
ways to do it, among the rank and file of sol- 
dierg as well as among the civilian population, 
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It didn’t take long for the city authorities to 
blow away Schleifer’s smoke-screen. 
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Inventor Howe’s Compensation 

A litigation that had lasted for 14% years was 
settled yesterday, when Andrew F. Howe, 8St. 
Louls inventor, accepted $2,000,000 in full pay- 
ment of his claim against the.Commonwealth- 
General Steel Castings Corporation interests and 
the Clarence H. Howard estate, for the use of 
his sand mold device, which virtually revolu- 
tionized the making of heavy steel castings. 

The division of the funds involved in this 
case makes an interesting study. 

The company made a profit of $41,921,806 on 
an investment of $2,117,965 in installing the 
Howe process. 

Of the $2,000,000 now accepted by Mr. Howe 
in settlement of his claim, 40 per cent, or $800,- 
000, goes to his attorneys. 

On the $1,200,000- remainder, Mr. Howe must 
pay Federal income tax. Lawyers see three pos- 
sibilities: (1) that the Government will reckon 
the whole amount as 1944 income, which will 
make it liable to a tax of more than 80 per cent, 
and leave him‘ less than $240,000; (2) that the 
payment may be prorated over the period since 
1929, greatly reducing the tax rate; (3) that it 
may be reckoned on the value of the patent 
before 1913, when the income tax law togk ef- 
fect, making no tax due. 

The original patent was issued in 1911. If the 
first tax method is utilized, it will mean a com- 
pensation of about $7200 a year for an invention 
which played a great part in developing a large 
and profitable business. 

Obviously, such a method of reckoning taxes 
would be unfair, since it lumps in one year’s 


income an amolint that results from 33 years of 
a patent’s use, plus the previous years spent in 
developing the invention. By contrast, the 
lawyers’ fees can be pro-rated over the whole 
period they worked on Mr. Howe’s case, 

Attempts have been made to amend the income- 
tax law so there can be no question and no in- 
justice about such instances. The case of Mar- 
garet Mitchell, author of “Gone With the Wind,” 
was cited when the subject was before Congress. 
She spent years on her novel, received a large 
sum from the publishers and film producers, 
then had to reckon this as income, with a re- 
sultant heavy tax, for the year or two of her 
work’s popularity. 

In all fairness, the law ought to be revised 
so there can be no unduly large tax on a lump- 
sum payment received as long-term compensa- 
tion, 
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Willkie in Eclipse 


The triumph of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey in yes- 
terday’s Wisconsin presidential preference pri- 
mary was decisive. The result marks Wendell 
L. Willkie’s intensive campaign in that State as 
a dismal failure, the effect of which will be felt 
far beyond the borders of Wisconsin. 

The Dewey supporters will say that Wisconsin 
speaks for the whole Middle West, and the lean- 
ing toward the New York Governor already in 
evidence in the Mississippi Valley, notably in 
Missouri, lends substance to their claim. For 
the Willkie partisans, the disastrous setback yes- 
terday will be particularly discouraging, coming 
as it does just before next Tuesday's presidential 
primary in Nehraska, where Mr. Willkie is now 
campaigning. 

For Mr. Willkie, it was a gallant try. He 
campaigned vigorously in the State for 13 days, 
making speeches in 25 cities. He discussed im- 
portant issues boldly and intelligently. He did 
not evade or quibble. He met every important 
question of the day with courage, displaying 
great development in his understanding of na- 
tional and international problems as compared 
with four years ago when he was the Republi- 
can nominee. 

Yet he was far outdistanced in the voting by 
a candidate who is not currently a candidate, a 
regular in the party ranks who has shrewdly 
played a game and carefully refrained from ex- 
pressing opinions on controversial issues or vital 
problems, 

Most striking of the lessons from Wisconsin 
is that the Old Guard of the G, O. P. not only 
is in full control but also has a substantial fol- 
lowing among the voters. 

- One other observation is in order. It is that 
Gov. Dewey should step out in the open as a can- 
didate and, before the Chicago convention meets 
in June, let the people know what his views are 
on all major issues, 
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Suffering on the Home Front 


a Washington hotel guests hereafter will get only 
one face towel and one bath towel per day, by 
order of the WPB, Bed linen will be changed 
only once a week per guest. Menus in restau- 
rants will be curtailed. Paper napkins are to re- 
place linen ones in coffee shops. Food orders 
to be taken out are eliminated. 

Yes, the horrors of war are striking down 
savagely on the home front, and the victims will 
have widespread sympathy. But let’s hope they 
won’t moan too loudly about their sufferings— 
at least not loudly enough to be heard by the 
soldiers on the Anzio beachhead and in the 
jungles of New Guinea. 
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A “Grant” to the People? 


In view of the very nature of our Federal] Gov- 
ernment, language used by the Supreme Court 
in its majority opinion on the right of Negro 
citizens to vote in state primaries ig subject to 
question. The organic law, meaning the Consti- 
tution, the court said, “grants to all citizens a 
right to participate in the choice of elected offi- 
cials.” Again it used the phrase: “This grant to 
the people.” 

The concept of our Constitution, drilled into 
every school pupil, is that it is derived from the 
people, and that through it the people “grant” 
certain powers to the Federal Government. And 
powers not so “granted” are retained in the 
states or in the people. 

But in addition to granting powers to the 
United States, the Constitution describes certain 
fundamental rights of the people which are not 
to be denied or abridged by government. One of 
these is the right of citizens to vote, which the 
fifteenth amendment says “shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States or by any state 
on account of race, color or previous condition 
of servitude.” 

This is not a “grant” of a right to citizens. 
It is a guarantee against infringement of a right 
which ig basic in a democracy. The Supreme 
Court should be careful that its choice of words 
does not do violence to the fundamental princi- 
ples of our government.

The sad No, in any phase, will do well enough, 
pending the return—no matter how listless, how 
insincere—of Yes, of any sort,

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Toward a British Foreign Policy

First fact is that Britain, realizing its descent from first to third 
among world powers, wants strong allies, writer says; the second, 
its intent to pull Germany’s teeth for good and all; from there on, 
there is no apparent policy, and no line except a wobbly one. :

LONDON, 


The most striking thing about British 
foreign policy is its apparent absence. 


Top leaders privately give one of four 
answers: (1) that British foreign policy 
can’t be shaped until the positions of the 
U. 8S, A, and the Soviets are clearer; (2) 
that British foreign policy ig planned but 
can't yet be revealed; (3) that not one but 
several alternate policies exist and the ap- 
propriate one will be applied at the right 
moment—conceivably during the coming 
visit of Stettinius; (4) that there’s not yet 
been time to shape a foreign policy. 


Overshadowing everything else is the 
growing realization that Britain is no long- 
er the world’s leading power and is being 
dwarfed by both the United States and the 
Soviet Union. This leads to the conclusion 
that Britain must not only secure the last 
ounce of support from her dominions but 
must find other strong allies. This situa- 
tion is new and hard to swallow. 


The second basic fact is the all-but-uni- 
versal will to draw Germany's teeth once 
and for all time. The majority of Britons 
intend to prevent a third German war, and 
pray that the Americans and Russians 
won't weaken, 


England’s Role in Alliance 


From here on, the British line is wobbly. 
Generally, the country would like to count 
on a permanent American, Soviet and Brit- 
ish understanding within a world organi- 
zation. Within such a three-power under- 
standing, Britain would like to play a medi- 
ating role between Washington and Mos- 
cow, 


One danger is that Washington and Mos- 
cow might fall out, or become so intimate 
as not to need Britain, If the latter occurs, 
it would be tragic, since Britain is the 
weakest of the three, Therefore, to “be 
strong,” many would like to see London 
captain the Kuropean bloc beginning with 
a strong France. This, it is explained, 
wouldn’t require the rehabilitation of Ger- 
many and wouldn’t be directed against any- 
body—provided the Russians would co-op- 
erate, 


Should Washington and Moscow drift 


apart, the British themselves would be torn . 


asunder. There’s the Tory group and the 
Labor group becoming increasingly alarmed 
over the Soviets’ “imperialism,” and there 
are a few like the London Times who would 
even welcome a “strong democratic Ger- 
many” to counterbalance the Soviets. 


On the other hand, the British masses 
are overwhelmingly pro-Soviet, while one 
vocal group of Socialists fears that Ameri- 
can “monopoly capitalism” will ruin the 
postwar world. There's also the general 
fear that Britain can’t count on the United 
States to remain an active ally or to sup- 
port any reasonable postwar settlement. 
America’s apparent willingness to postpone, 
perhaps fatally, any postwar settlement in 
order to fight out an election, seems to 
these people proof that the Americans 
aren't ready for international co-operation. 

If there is a new League, the British will 
almost unanimously be for it. But many 
thinkers are playing with the idea of build- 
ing “from particular to general,” or are 


fearful of too much “superstate,” or afraid 


that nationalism will still prove too strong. 


Stronger League Is Needed 


' The reason for this attitude may be that 
the Chamberlain Government, in order to 
hide its failures, let the people believe the 
“League had failed” when really only Lon- 
don, Paris and Washington had failed. For- 
mer pro-Leaguers realize that the new 
League must be stronger than the old, that 
no alliance can substitute for a general 
body into which power politics can grad- 
ually be submerged. Certain Cabinet mem- 
bers desire to see the British plan a world 
organization immediately; others’ would 
wait longer and first seek to remove the 
specific differences like the Russo-Polish 
question, 

This writer has reached certain tentative 
beliefs: (1) the British aren’t in any sense 


working against Russia. They might, how- . 


ever, feel compelled to try if the Americans 


' slumped into isolationism or nationalism 


and left Britain alone in Europe facing the 
triumphant Soviet state with immediate 
ambitions, 


(2) Anglo-American ability to reach an 
acceptable working partnership with the 
Soviets will depend not only upon the ex- 
istence but upon the success of the second 
front. The realistic Russians respect real 
power, If the Anglo-Americans show pow- 
er, the Soviets will be ready for partner- 
ship within a collective system. If the Brit- 
ish and Americans seem weak, and the 
Russians crack Germany almost unaided, 
the Soviets will shape their own Europe 
and conceivably their own Asia as well. 

(3) The British desire intensely a decent 
political-commercal partnership with the 
United States and are willing to pay any 
price for it. 


For Keeping Price Control 


From the Pittsburgh Press. 


Enemies of OPA are whetting their 
knives to kill price control when the pres- 
ent law expires June 30. 


Whatever its faults, OPA at least has 
helped retard the upward spiral of prices. 
There may be many things wrong with 
OPA and with price control in general, but 
scrapping the program will not cure them. 

There no doubt is room for improve- 
ment. OPA Administrator Bowles suggests 
a “more flexible scale” of penalties so that 
inadvertent violators will not be subject to 
the drastic punishment meant for major 
law-breakers. 


Some Senators have offered suggestions, 
for court review of OPA decisions and a 
clearer definition of congressional intent 
to guide future OPA policies. These are 
constructive ideas which might strengthen 
price control. 

But those who would wrap a shroud 
around OPA and bury it would set off a 
vicious cycle of higher costs, higher wages, 
still higher prices and still higher wages. 

The Government already has yielded 
much ground in its battle to prevent run- 
away inflation. It cannot afford to re- 


treat further. 


Volume of Political Cartoons 
Tells the Story of a Century 


“A Century of Political Cartoons: 1800-1900," by 
Allan Nevins and Frank Weiltenkampf. (Charies 
Scribner’s Sons, New York.) 

This collection gives a slant on American 
history not often glimpsed in the average 
history book. Allan Nevins, the historian; 
and Frank Weitenkampf, former curator 
of prints, New York Public Library, form 
a perfect team for compiling-ysuch a work. 

The changes in cartooning, paralleling 
the growth of the Colonies: into an empire, 
accent the mechanical development of the 
continent as well as the political and social 
changes. In the early 1800s, artists were 
restricted to etchings and prints of the 
steel-engraving type. These prints were 
published and sold as separate items. They 
were not part of a publication like today’s 
newspaper and magazine cartoons, 


Most of the drawings were crude and 
stiff. They had more of the characteristics 
of the illustrator than of the cartoonist in 
that they lacked broad caricature and ex- 
aggeration to emphasize their points. The 
chances-are that in those days anyone who 
could draw or paint took on any task in 
that field, whether an order for a portrait, 
a tavern sign or a political cartoon, 

Later, with the introduction of lithog- 
raphy, new skills were developed. Publish- 
ers, such as Currier and Ives, turned out 
cartoons for any party or for any cause, 
and apparently the artists were equally at 
the service of the customers. 

It was not until the advent of Thomas 
Nast and Joseph Keppler that cartooning 
came of age. They were not only expert 
craftsmen—they were also men of opinion. 
/ In the Nast-Keppler period, the weekly 
magazines began to replace the single-sheet 
cartoon. Harper’s Weekly, Puck and Judge 
became political forces. This was the brief 
heyday of the cartoonist, when one cartoon 
was considered a week's work. In the Blaine 
campaign of 1884, Joseph Pulitzer scored 
the first big hit for daily journglism when 
he published in the New York World Walt 
McDougall’s “Feast of Belshazzar.” The 
days of one cartoon a week went with the 
wind, and cartoonists gradually began to 
be recognizable by their haunted looks and 
stooped shoulders, 

* ° * 

For all their crudities and shortcomings, 
American cartoons of the 1800s are inval- 
uable to the student of political history. The 
very informality and directness of their 
approach often give sharper insight to pub- 
lic personages and issues than is to be 
found in more formal records. 

Periods of controversy naturally furnish 
more material for cartoons, just as colorful 
and picturesque personalities make better 
subjects. The Jefferson-Madison period, 
Jackson’s administration, slavery, the Civil 
War, reconstruction and much later the 
10-hour day for labor were stirring issues, 
and they brought out potent pictorial, com- 
ment, Colorful personalities who otherwise 
left no tracks on the pages of history live 
on in the cartoons of their times, 

Our strength as a nation and our weak- 
nesses, our boastfulness and our growth, 
are all sharply indicated in these drawings 
and text. It’s not a bad time now to glance 
back over our trail.

tection of minorities. . . The 
genfus and culture of minority 
groups must be safeguarded to 
their nations and to the world as 
a whole.

government (and especially when 
that government is exé@rcising full 
authority within its own country), 
the United States is openly ex- 
pressing its hope that that partic- 
ular government will be displaced, 

The course we have taken could 
only have been justified if the for- 


eign policy of the present Argen- 
tine dictatorship, or Axis activi- 
ties in Argentina, had endangered 
our own ability, and that of the 
other American republics, to de- 
fend the New World. That, for- 
tunately, now that Argentina has 
broken with the Axis, is not the 
case. Existing inter-American de- 
fense machinery, actively in use 
for over two years, provides ample 
safeguards to take care of these 
dangers, 


Another Writer’s View. 

Samuel Grafton, for whose sin- 
cerity and for whose defense of 
the principles of liberal democ- 
racy I have profound respect, 
brings forward another oft-re- 
peated argument in his column. 
He maintains that it is illusory to 
take the position that this Govern- 
ment should not interfere in the 
internal affairs of Argentina 
since, as he says: 


“President Farrell is a Fascist, 
and he has usurped power, as Fas- 
cists do, for the express purpose 
of interfering with the freedom 
of Argentina to manage her in- 
ternal affairs as she pleases.” 

Like Grafton, other leaders of 
liberal thought in this country 
who performed so valuable a serv- 
ice some 15 years ago when they 
publicly condemned intervention 
by the United States in other 
American republics, now seem to 
think that interference is justi- 
fied if it is directed against gov- 
ernments which are dictatorial. 
They ignore the fundamental 
truth that democracy within an 
independent nation was never yet 
created through imposition from 
abroad. It can only exist if it 
springs into being from the spirit, 
and through the action, of a 
people, Only the Argentine people 
themselves can bring about the 
return of Argentina to the prin- 
ciples of democratic government. 

We are pledged as a nation to 
wipe out Hitlerism and Fascism 
from the face of the earth. We 
maintain that pledge, as one of 
our war objectives, because Hit- 
lerism and Fascism attempted to 
dominate the entire world, and, by 
so doing, to make it impossible for 
any free people to determine its 
own destiny, Purely national dic- 
tatorships in the Western Hemi- 
sphere have risen and fallen for 
130 years. We have most cer- 
tainly not assumed the obligation, 
as a nation, to further the estahb- 
lishment within the other Ameri- 
can republics of governments that 
we ourselves deem desirable for 
the peoples of those countries. If 
we even appear to favor such a 
policy, the good-neighbor policy 
and the inter-American systein 
will immediately be destroyed. 


Would Resist Coercion. 

A few days ago there was borne 
to his grave, through the streets 
of Buenos Aires, the body of Sen- 
ator Bravo, the head of the Argen- 
tine Socialist party, and one of 
the truest liberals whom the New 
World has seen in our time. Be- 
hind his coffin marched not only 
the leaders of all ranks of real 
Argentine public opinion, but also 
the masses of the people of that 
great city who had loved him, 
Neither the police nor the troops 
sent out by the dictatorship now 


not. Through a real—and not a 
nominal — consultation of this 
character, if it is not too long de- 
layed, truly inter-American  co- 
operation can bring about an end- 
ing of the present impasse. 

We cannot afford to drift any 
longer. We should not run the 
risk of reaching the final stages 
of the war with a divided hemi- 
sphere,

The moment is critical. The 
governments of Chile, Bolivia 
and Paraguay are following a 
line opposed to that taken by 
this Government.

The vital interests 
of the: United States and of all 
the American republics are 
jeopardized by a continuation of 
the present situation. 

There is a constructive solution 
available. Under the terms of an 
inter-American agreement, any 
American republic has the right 
to request a consultative meet- 
ing of the foreign ministers of 
the American nations, whenever 
there exists any menace to thé, 
peace of the hemisphere. By the 
provisions of this agreement, 
when such a call is made, all of 
the other American governments 
are obligated to attend. 

If such a meeting is held all of 
the republics should be repre- 
sented, whether their govern- 
ments are recognized by all of the 
other American governments or

The American 
Easter lily enshrined at the Jewel Box this year 
is called the Creole, and is grown from bulbs 
produced in Louisiana, It is a’ finer plant than 
the Harisi, with thick and healthy green foliage 
instead of the frequently brown and thinning 
leaves of the Japanese plant, 
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IT IS A FINER bulb as well. The Harisi 
flowered but once; the Creole blooms every other 
year, with a dormant season in between. After 
it has bloomed, the bulb is planted out-of-doors, 
where it will develop more strongly than in the 
hothouse. The Japanese bulb was too frail ever 
to be planted outdoors. Five hundred of the 
-American bulbs, @hich wert in the Easter dis- 
play last year, are now planted in the ground, 
where they were left through the winter, pro- 
tected from the cold in deep mulch. They will 
be brought back inside and potted next Decem- 
ber, to bloom for the Easter display of 1945. 
The plants new on display will not bloom again 
till 1946. Whereas the municipal gardens used to 
buy 1000 Harisi bulbs a year, Mr. Ochs thinks 
that with 1000 bulbs _ in bloom and 500 in the 
ground, only 200 or so new bulbs may be needed 
next year, at a cost of around $300 less than 
the cost of al] the Japanese bulbs that formerly 
were bought every year. 
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THE JEWEL BOX is showing the Creole lilies 
against a backdrop of azaleas, roses, hydrangeas, 
fuchsias, marguerites and a dozen other spring 
flowers. The central figure of the display is a 
rugged cross overlooking the blue, star-shaped 
pool which was dedicated last November to the 
memories of the American soldiers who fall in 
the Second World War. Figures of white doves 
surround the cross. As usual, the Jewel Box’s 
gardeners have taken particular delight in ar- 
ranging lovely small details, one of the fingst 
of which is a bed of St. Paul violets—popularly 
known as African violets—growing on an islet 
of rocks in the middle of the brook just below 
the waterfalls. 
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THE EASTER DISPLAY is the product of 
more painstaking care than a casual visitor could 
ever imagine. Most important of all, the, grow- 
ing must be properly timed, so that the lilies 
will bloom on Easter, whether Easter falls as it 
does this year, or three weeks later as it did 
last year. 

Because the Easter lily requires 112 days from 
bulb to blossom, the plants that are now in 
flower were potted in the Forest Park hothouses 
last December. Since then, among all the 3,000,000 
plants that grow there, the Easter lilies have 
had to receive continuous attention for the tim- 
ing of their growth. 

Plants that grow too rapidly and must be held 
back are taken from the hothouse, where the 
temperature is 70 degrees, and are placed in 


the cold-storage room—cold-storage being, in the . 


gardener’s terms, a temperature of 40 to 45. 
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IN THE COLD ROOM, along with 2500 Oregon 
roses that will be planted in the city’s parks 
later this spring, there are some’ wonderfully 
fine King Alfred jonquils, the largest variety, 
which show what terrible things happen to a 
flower when it doesn’t grow exactly according 
to schedule. These jonquils were grown out-of- 
doors, and so their growth could not be con- 
trolled by the gardeners. Unusually warm weath- 
er early this year shot them up, beanstalk-like, 
and now their great blossoms, as brilliant as if 
they were sculptured sunlight, are perched gro- 
tesquely on stems two feet long or longer, There 
are several hundred of them, useful as cut flow- 
ers, but entirely useless for ‘display in the Jewel 
Box. 
- It isn’t as if the thousand lilies which must 
be brought to bloom at exactly the right time 
were the only prima donnas in the municipal 
garden, For under the glass roofs of the 18 hot- 
houses in Forest Park are grown all the plants 
for all the city’s parks, and for boulevard strips 
also. In Forest Park itself, on Government Hill 
it takes 17,500 plants fomthe American Legion 
emblem alone, and the hill as a whole requires 
50,000. As many as 150,000 plants of a single 
variety are grown for use as borders. 
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ANYONE WHO HAS ever arranged a dozen 
roses in a vase, and hoped the guests-to-be would 
enjoy their beauty, can get a fractional idea of 
how the Jewel Box people feel when they have 
made ready one of their heroic-scale arrange- 
ments, culminating the work of months of grow- 
ing, and have sat down and waited for their 
guests to come and enjoy it. 

Instead of a dozen cut flowers in a vase, they 
arrange for a show some 10,000 plants all told. 
Each of the pots weighs, on an average,’ 20 
pounds. This is exclusive of the permanent 
plants, including the splendid African palms, 30 
to 40 years old, which weigh some 600 pounds 
apiece. Fortunately they don’t have to be carted 
around. But the thousands of smaller plants do, 
and most of the 100 tons of potted plants are 
carried in and placed by hand—and it’s the same 
100 tons to go out again, 
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THE DEVOTION TO detail at the Jewel Box 
—regardiess of the amount of work involved—is 
exemplified by the care that is taken of the 
grass around the memorial star-pool. Ordinary 
grass and ordinary growing methods wouldn't 
work at all. Accordingly, the grass is planted in 
fresh soil and nourished with chemicals. It grows 
in a week, silky-fine, pale green. Within six 
weeks it has grown so tall—a matter of inches— 
that it needs cutting; but it is too fine to cut. 
There is, therefore, only one thing to do: Every 
six weeks, grass and soil are taken out bodily, 
new soil is put down, and new grass is planted.

“I’ve tried 
to rear her to be a good girl, but she has been cursing me 
whenever she doesn't get her own way. I think maybe she 
has learned to do this from her father, for he has called me 
hames almost from our wedding day. Clara has become boy 
crazy and has been going to movies every night and twice on 
Sunday. She demands money or threatens that she’ll run away 
from home with a boy she has met recently. He is no good, 
I've heard, and I don’t want her to do anything rash, so I 
always give her the money. But last night she raged because 
I suggested she stay home and go to a show with me. Then 
she ran out and didn’t come home all night. Will the police 
gend her to a girls’ detention home if they find her with this 
boy?” 
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IT MIGHT BE WELL if mothers were taught how to play 
poker. They could then out-bluff some of the threats or de- 
mands of headstrong children. What. would you readers say 
about Clara? Would you advise this mother to meekly ac- 
cept the curses and insults huried at her by Clara, hoping 
that maybe Clara might become ashamed of herself ultimately? 
Clara's father didn’t approve of this course of action, and was 
going to beat some sense into the girl’s head, but his wife 
came between them, and had two teeth knocked out by a 
blow the father had directed at the daughter. The thanks 
which the mother got was a cursing by the daughter on many 
subsequent occasions. The proper time to instill respect for 
her parents in the mind of a child, is before the latter even 
reaches kindergarten age. A tactful parent who enlists the 
child's co-operation and who does not allow herself to be 
coerced by the youngster’s occasional temper tantrums, can 
wsually mold the latter’s character and habits in approved 
fashion.

The following onion sauce is one 
that sophisticates will appreciate, 
Remember when using the pre- 
cious onion, not to peel, slice, chop 
or grate them until you are ready 
to use them, because they not only 
give up some of their clean-cut 
flavor, but they absorb foreign 
flavors readily. And when chop- 
ping or grating, let the onion fall 
on several folds of wax paper so 
that there is no chance for the 
chopping board to reek with onion 
odor for the week to come. 

Beef Slices in Onion Sauce, 

One pound chuck, cut into one- 
quarter-inch’  silices, crossgrain; 
two teaspoons salt; pepper; three 
tablespoons shortening; two cups 
water; one - half pound large 
onions, cut into thick slices; two 
tablespoons flour; one teaspoon 
sugar, 

Season the. chuck with salt and 
pepper, and brown on both sides 
in two tablespoons of the shorten- 
ing. Cover and simmer from one 
to one and one-half hours or until 
meat is tender, adding water grad- 
ually as needed. Saute onions in 
remaining tablespoon shortening, 
covered for 30 minutes. Combine 
flour.and sugar, and sprinkle over 
the meat, cooked tender; add re- 
maining water gradually. Cook 
and stir until thickened, then add 
onions and heat enw: Serves 
four.

The day we left Galapa- 
gos, we started in the early morn- 
ing and landed at a United States 
base on the coast of Guatemala.

The usual snakes and insects 
abound, but our base is free of 
malaria.

We could*see high moun- 
tains all around us and, below us, 
flat plateaus, with farms on top 
and deep chasms dropping off. 

On the less steep hillsides, the 
Indians, who are the farmers of 
the mountain districts, build their 
huts and seem to find places to 
grow what they need. These In- 
dians are short, dark and stocky 
and, in Guatemala City, they told 
me they were “good Indians.” 
Each little village has some cus- 
tom of its own and some particu- 
lar costume.

Relation of 


Treatment 
To Ailment

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


NE of the most philosophical, 
Q»» which I mean wisest, and 

most mature medical] books of 
our time is “The Art of Treat- 
ment,” by Dr. William R. Hous- 
ton. I keep a copy permanently 
on my book case shelves, Other 
teXtbooks come and go on those 
shelves, but that and a very few 
others stay year after year. I 
take it down in my contemplative 
and relaxed moods and always 
find it interesting and thought 
provoking, 


One particular general lesson 
it has for both physician and lay- 
man ¢s the way it classifies meth- 
ods of treatment for various dis- 
eases. 


This average patient goes to the 
doctor and demands—“What will 
I take for this?”’—expecting the 
answer to be (1) a small box of 
‘pills which he takes three times a 
day; he has some idea that after 
he swallows the pill it explodes 
slowly inside him right at the seat 
of the disease and when enough 
explosions have occurred he is 
cured, Or (2) a list of foods he 
must not eat and when he has not 
eaten them long enough the 
disease is purged and he is a new 
man and he may go out and seek 
whatever he wishes to devour. Or 
(3) a course of baths and mas- 
sage. Or (4) a temporary change 
of climate. Or (5) extra vitamins.

WELL, CONSIDER as a con- 
trast to that conception, one of Dr. 
Houston’s headings: 


Diseases which impose a limita- 
tion upon life as a Condition of 
Treatment. 


Ouch! that hurts. Nobody wants 
to impose a limitation on his life 
or &ctivities. But you see, it is a 
“Condition of Treatment.” If you 
want to be comfortable, if you 
want to give the disease the least 
chance, you will have to rearrange 
your habits. Nature-is very im- 
perilous sometimes, That is one 
of her requirements. 


The conditions that Dr. Hou- 
ston lists as demanding a limita- 
tion of life as the necessary of 
treatment are:, obesity, heart dis- 
ease, angina pectoris, hardening 
of the arteries and high blood 
pressure, chronic’. tuberculosis, 
chronic bronchitis and old age. 


Another group is that of “pa- 
tients who are to be treated 
chiefly by nursing care.” Here 
are listed most of the common 
disorders such as colds, influenza, 
acute fevers, measles, most of the 
diseases of the nervous system, 
such as nervous breakdowns and 
states of exhaustion.

THEN THERE ARE the dis- 
eases in which the treatment is 
purely tentative and experimen- 
tal. What is good for one pa- 
tient may not work on another 
and vice versa. So here the per- 
sonal equation of the doctor is 
paramount. A doctor who has a 
treatment in which he has com- 
plete confidence is the best one 
to go to. You never can judge 
the treatment by what the pa- 
tients say about it. Half of them 
are wildly enthusiastic and say— 
“He cured me when everybody 
else failed”; and half say—“The 
treatment is a fake and doesn’t 
do any good at all.” In this group 
is listed arthritis, asthma, allergic 
disorders, neuralgias and muscu- 
lar rheumatism, some skin dis- 
ease—such as psoriasis, eczema, 
dermatitis and ringworm—and 
those diseases in which the diag- 
nosis is uncertain. 

You see the diseases that can 
be cured by a specific, in which 
the doctor can answer definitely 
to the question—“What shall I do 
for this?” by giving a single sim- 
ple remedy, are in the minority. 
They inalude the infections for 
which the sulfonamides, or peni- 
cillin or antitoxins, or serums can 
be given, those treated by a spe- 
cific diet as in diabetes, and some 
disorders remedied by surgery.

Relieved that the show 
was over, yet anxious to demon- 
strate their affection for Jack— 
however strained that affection 
might be at the moment—the 
audience gave him a thunderous 
ovation, to which he responded 
with bows and tears, /

quiets down he’ll cut loose with

ut the moment he opened his 
mouth, onto the stage there 
popped one Bert Freeman, “an 
unemployed actor,” clad in what 
might have been a Kresge concep- 
tion of a Hamlet costume. This 
fellow in green tights proclaimed 
himself to be Hamlet's, ghost. 

“I've always wanted to play 
Hamlet with you, Mr. Barrymore,” 
said the interloper. 


Jack, startled, but ever the mas- 
ter, put his arm around the man 
and agreed that it was an en- 
chanting idea, but suggested it be 
postponed until the following eve- 
ning. Many in the audience had 
meanwhile assumed that this was 
a planned epilogue, which would 
prove as unfortunate as the play, 
and went out. 

The curtain. cracked down, 
Freeman got the hook, and a 
minute later Jack’ told a half- 
empty house that this was “the 
happiest evening of my life.” 
Brother, that was acting! 


After the play closed, there were 
fresh marital fireworks, Jack went 
west and spent weeks in a desert 
hideout trying to, regain his health. 
An interlocutory decree of divorce 
had been entered. between the ac- 
tor and Elaine but on Aug. 9, 1937, 
Jack received a telegram, Miss 
Barrie was arriving at the Glen- 
dale railway station from the east, 
Would he meet her? Jack did meet 
her, with flowers. A few days 
later, the interlocutory decree of 
divorce was dismissed.

Miss Barrie did not appear. At 
midnight, Jack’s patience van- 
ished. He drank :the wine, threw 
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the flowers in the fireplace and 
tore the picture from tKe frame.

“You heard me,” Jack replied, 
and, so far as I know, those were 
his ‘last words to anyone, 

At 9 o’clock on the night of 
May 29, 1942, an artist friend, 
John Decker, made a sketch of 
Jack.

Both ‘sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
Bouth 
1 heart 
Znotrump Pass 

West opened the diamond king, 
and when East played the deuce, 
shifted to the spade 10. Declarer 
won with the ace, cashed the ace 
and king of trumps, and then care- 
fully cashed the spade king before 
he started running the club suit. 
West, instead of ruffing with the 
high heart, discarded diamonds, 
but declarer had already made up 
his mind how to play the hand. 
After cashing all the clubs he 
threw West in by leading the dia- 
mond queen, and after West had 
laid down the heart queen he had 
to return a diamond, thus permit- 
ting the discard of a spade in one 
hand and a ruff in the other. 


Admittedly, South was lucky to 
find West with only two spades, 
but he still deserved credit for 
envisioning that possibility and re-. 
moving from West's hand (via the’ 
careful cashing of the spade king) 
the only card, the spade six, that 
West could have used for a safe 
exit,
